HORSE MEAT URGED AS

dean of the New York State Veterinary 
College, in an address here at the con- 
vention of New York State Veterina- 
rians. ‘‘Horse meat is really more nu- 
tritious than beef, for the reason that 
any animal that works has more nutri- 
ent qualities in its museles than a 
stalled animal,’’ he said. ‘‘I am sure 
that we are coming to the point where 
large cities will have to help Hoover 
along these lines.’’

BEET SHORTAGE MAY BE

San Franéiseo—Burro meat was tried 
out in San Francisco a day or two ago, 
and there js said to be a possibility that 
surplus thousands of the animals in 
Mexico may be brought into this eoun- 
try for food, ‘ 

As a test, a sample burro was 
brought to the local packing plant of 
Allen Pyle, killed and dressed, passed 
by the Board of Health, and distributed 
to various persons for trial. Those who 
tried it agreed that the flesh could 
hardly be distinguished from beef. 

According to Allen & Pyle, burro 
meat can be placed on the market at 
a much lower price than beef. A. Sha- 
piro of the Butchers’ Board of Trade 
said that the meat is as good as beef 
and is the best substitute yet found. 
‘“‘In Italy,’' he said, ‘‘donkey meat is 
used in preference to beef in making 
some of the most famous sausages. ’’

Bread Made From Cow Peas 


Cowpea bread, made from fresh green cowpeas, is still a nov- 
elty to many. This bread is not only wholesome and nutritious, 
but it also has a very agreeable flavor and a delicate green color 
which permits its use for dainty sandwiches when prepared with a 
filling of soft white checse or a lettuce leaf and a bit of mayonnaise. 

Like other legumes the cowpea furnishes considerable protein, 
It also contains valuable mineral salts 
which are also of Venefit to the human system. 

Used in bread the cowpea serves as a wheat flour substitute, 
hence helps to conserve wheat. Moreover, in districts where these 
peas are grown, this should prove an economical kind of bread. 

Boil the cowpeas in the pods from one to two hours. 
sufficiently cooled, shell them and put the peas through a meat 
grinder or vegetable press. For each loaf of bread take one cupful 
mashed cowpeas, one teaspoonful salt, one tablespoonful sugar, and 
mix thoroughly. For every loaf allow one-fourth cake yeast and 
two-thirds cupful lukewarm water (or one-eighth cupful liquid 
yeast and about one-half cupful water). Mix yeast and water and 
Blend with this one cupful of sifted flour, 
cover and let rise until quite light. Work in additional flour, about 
114 cupfuls per loaf, until of the proper consistency. Knead until 
smooth, cover and allow to rise again. 
in greased pans; let rise until two or two and one-half times its 
bulk; bake fifty to sixty minutes in a moderate oven.

Mathematics a Powerful 


Factor In Our Material 
and Economic Progress 


Whatever may be said of mathe- 
matics as a “whetstone of the wits” or 
as a mental discipline, the fact remains 


/ that the chief vitalizing factor of the 


subject 1s found In its practical uses. 
Historically speaking, observes S. L. 
Macdonald of the Colorado Agricul- 
tural college, much of our advanced 
mathematics, as well as most of our 
elementary mathematics, sprang as a 
necessity out of very practical condi- 
tions. 

It has been remarked that “man 
measures and conquers,” and indus- 
trially speaking we may safely affirm 
that man’s conquest depends very 
largely upon his ability to measure 
accurately. This task of measurement 
may be a problem in arithmetic, as the 
measurement of an excdVation in 
terms of cubic yards or human hands 
or horse power or money, or the 
measurement may involve a more ad- 
vanced knowledge, as the meuasure- 
ment of the length of an elliptic:l 
curve, or of a cable swinging freely 
between two supports, Brooklyn bridge 
for example. And let it be emphasized 
that this measurement is not complete 
until it is expressed in terms of known 
units that would be useful in a build- 
er’s bid or contract. 

So mathematics, more than we real- 
ize, is a powerful factor in our ma- 
terial and economic progress, 


Municipal Forests Being 
Established in Maryland 


In Maryland municipal forests are 
being established with professional ald 
from the state. In other eastern states, 
towns and cities are acquiring small 
municipal forests to serve for water- 
shed protection or for recreation. The 
times seems fast approaching, notes a 
writer, when cities and counties as 
well as states and the federal govern- 
ment will very generally establish pub- 
lic forests for the growing of timber 
and for providing empYoyment and uti- 
lizing land unfit for agriculture. 

Forestry involves so long a time in 
maturing the crop that, while reason- 
ably profitable, private funds or indl- 
viduals are not often attracted. For- 
estry seems destined to remain largely 
& gayernmental institution, although 
under special conditions and in certain 
sections of the country private funds 
are being profitably employed in grow- 
ing timber.

The Union Jack. 


The Union Jack is a combination of 
the separate national flags of the three 
kingdoms of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, or at least of what have been 
accounted such. The red cross on a 
white field was, before the beginnings 
of heraldry, the distinguishing flag of 
England, and the white saltire on a 
blue field (the St. Andrew’s cross) 
similarly the flag of Scotland. The 
first union flag, introduced in 1606, 
three years after the union of Hngland 
and Scotland, blended the two national 
flags by placing the cross of St. George 
over the saltire of St. Andrew, retain- 
ing the blue field of the latter, and giv- 
ing the former a narrow white bor- 
der or “fimbriation” to represent its 
White or silver field, and avoid the 
heraldic solecisms of color on color. 
At the union of 1707 the use of the 
first union flag was confirmed. 


RED CROSS’ CARE 


OF SOLDIERS 


While Uncle Sam’s soldiers have 
been traveling to camps and canton- 
ments all over the country, the Red 
Cross has been busy proving that the 
boys in khaki never lack friends no 
matter where they go. 

More than a thousand chapters have 
organized “refreshment units,” ‘which 
make a business of serving light re- 
freshments—coffee, sandwiches, and 
the like—at the railroad stations in 
their home towns when the troop 
trains go through. 

Many chapters also stamp and mail 
letters and post cards for the soldiers, 
and send off their telegrams. 

In a town of less than 15,000 people 
in Iowa, the Red Cross chapter served 
light refreshments to over 8,500 men 
in nbout two weeks’ times. Twenty- 
four hundred homemade cookies and 
ten bushels of apples were donated for 
use in a single day. 

When the selective draft men left 
the town every man took a pound box 
of candy, made by someone of his 
neighbors, with him. For another de- 


tachment, the Red Cross loaded the|d 


cook car with enough sweet corn, ap- 
ples and tomatoes for two meals for 
the whole trainful of soldiers. 

During one full day of 24 hours (for 
the chapters are ready night and day) 
the Red Cross canteen workers served 
homemade apple pie to 1,142 men, and 
every man got a quarter of a pie!

ASK GRAZING PERMITS 


of Uncle Sam’s Forests. 


Season Most Disastrous Rangers ef 
West Have Ever Experienced, 
Losses Being General. 


A continued increase in the demand 
for permits to graze livestock on Uncle 
Sam's National forests and the neces- 
sity of going ahead with the work of 
developing the forest ranges to the ut- 
most are emphasized by Acting For 
ester A. F. Potter. The settlement of 
the public domain brings new appli- 
cants for grazing privileges with each 
succeeding season, while the continued 
high prices received for meat, wool, 
and hides are an incentive for the old- 
er permittees to endeavor to increase 
their numbers. “New permits for an 
increased number of animals and an 
advance in the grazing fees made dur- 
ing the past year brought the total re- 
ceipts from grazing up to $1,549,000.” 

The winter season of 1916-17 was 
the most disastrous the range stock- 
men of the West have known, Mr. 
Potter states. There have been years 
when the local losses were heavier, but 
never whef# the losses were so general 
In every range state. As a result of 
continued severe weather throughout 
the winter months and a scarcity of 
hay, which was hard to get at any 
price, stockmen suffered severe losses. 
The lamb crop for the entire West 
was probably 15 to 20 per cent below 
the average while the calf crop was 
considerably below normal. Because 
of the shortage of feed on the open 
range, the national forests were open- 
ed to grazing in advance of the regular 
season and several hundred thousand 
sheep nnd Cattle were admitted to the 
forest ranges. 

The number of cattle on the forests 
the past season was nearly 200,000 
greater than in 1916, and the number 
of sheep more than 200,000 greater. 
This increase. {t is stated, was due to 
a more intimate knowledge of the for- 
age growth and the carrying capacity 
of the ranges, and to efforts made to 
{increase production of live stock to 
meet the emergency food needs of the 
country. : 

About 1,100,000 acres were examined 
by the grazing experts of the service 
during the year. The information 
gained will, the forester says, ald in 
raising the number of Hive stock on 
the ranges to the maximum, without 
excessive damage. Light grazing for 
three years has resulted in excellent 
recuperation of a large area of grama 
grass range on the Jornada Range re- 
serve. On the high mountain lands 
of the Manti National forest in Utah, 
It was found that erosion and decrease 
In soil fertility following overgrazing 
materially lengthen the period neces- 
sary for the grass to “come back.” 

A study of the methods of herdin 
goats has resulted in an improvemen 
In the handling of these animals on 
the range. On the Jornada Range re- 
serve a calf crop fully 10 per cent 
above the average was saved from a 
breeding herd held on a fenced range 
under improved methods and given a 
small amount of supplemental feed. 
From another herd, fed an average of 
50 pounds of cottonseed cake per head 
and given still better care, the calf 
crop exceeded the average by more 
than 20 per cent. 

On some of the Utah, Montana and 
California forests tests were made 
which further demonstrated the ad- 
vantages of the “bedding out” system 
of handling sneep over the old method 
of close herding with dogs. Advance 
was made in the methods of salting 
cattle and in showing the value of 
well distributed watering places. On 
a number of forests demonstration 
tests were made of eradication of the 
poisonous tall larkspur. In every case 
the losses from poisoning were re- 
duced to an extent which more thas 
justified the cost. Minor investigations 
were also started to work out methods 
of getting rid of other poisonous 
plants,

Every Farmer Should Keep Enough 
Chickens to Supply His Own Table 
—Need Little Feed. 


Every farmer should keep enough 
chickeas to supply eggs and meat for 
family use, in the opinion of T. 8. 
Tewnsley, assistant in foultry hus- 
bandry in the Kansas State Agricui- 
tural college. 

“The average farm will support a 
censiderable mumber of fowls on the 
weste products,” said Mr. Townsley. 
“The flock is the only available supply 
of fresh meat during the summer for 
the average farmer, especially if he 
lives any distance from town!’ On many 
farms the proceeds from the sale of 
eggs during the laying season pay the 
grocery bill. 

“Chickens are easily cared for on a 
farm where they have plenty of range. 
Little feed need be given except dur- 
{ng bad weather when they cannot 
rustle. They can de taken care of by 
the farmer out of working hours or by 
the children or old people.”
